‘STARVATION WAGE’ IS FIRED 


Girl Workers Find It Impossible 
to Live on $6 a Week. 


MUST DEPEND ON CHARITY. 


Trade Union League Members Cite Ex- 
periences to Prove Assertions. 


The girl wage earner in Chicago who is paid 
$6.2 week or less is compelled to accept char- 
ity In some form, either from relatives or 
friends, even though she sacrifices all of the 
luxuries and many of the necessaries of life. 
This statement was made by women work- 
ers who make up the membership of the 
Women’s Trade Union’ league at 4 meeting 
yesterday afternoon at Hull house. Facts 
and figures taken from the actual experi- 
ences of the women were cited. An attentive 
listener to the discussion was Mrs. J. G. 
Phelps Stokes, who, before her marriage to 
the New York millionaire, was Rose Pastor, 
a cigarmaker and tenement worker. 


Own Accounts Prove Figures. 


The subject for discussion was, “ What Is 
a Living Wage for a Chicago Giri?’ The 
women who took part in the discussion rep- 
resented every trade in which women work. 
They had prepared figures taken from their 
own account books to support their state- 
ments. 

Miss Anna Willard, representing the walt - 
resses’ union, read a table in which she item- 
iged the average weekly expense of living, 
using her Own account book as authority. 
The union scale of wages for waitressés is $8 
a week. Although many women are working 
in restaurants for less than this wage, Miss 
Willard used that as the average for this 
class of workers. Six weeks a year are al- 
lowed for sickness and loss of employment.

WAS LONG IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


General in Civil War, U. 8. Senator, 
and Cabinet Officer.

New York, May 14., 4:50 a. m.—Cari Schurz 
died at 4:85 o’clock thie (Monday) morning. 

Mr. Schurz had been II for a little over a 
week with pulmonary disorders, complicated 
by his advanced age. He was 76 years old. 

The condition of Mr. Schurz took a serious 
turn late last evening. Warlier in the day it 
was thought Mr. Schurs had mace a sub- 
stantial improvement, but shortly before 10 
o’clock last nicht the following bulletin was 
issued by the attending physicians: 

„More frequently unconscious since noon. 
New attack of pulmonary edema, thus far 
moderate. Temperature, pulse, and respira- 
tion rising. Condition most serious.” 

At 2 o’slock this morning it was seen that 
Mr. Schurs was sinking rapidly and the mem- 
bers of hie family were summoned. 

Mr. Schurs had a career of pubic life in 
America covering half a century. He was a 
member of the first republican nationel con- 
vention in 1860. 

He was appointed minister to Spain in 1861 
but resigned to enter the army in 1842. He 
commended a division at Chancelorsvilie 
and a corps at Gettsburg. 

After the war he founded the Detroit Post, 
later became editor of the St. Louls West- 
liche Post. : 

He served as U. . senator from Missouri 
from 1869 to 1875, and was a member of Presi- 
dent Hayes’ cabinet from 1877 to 1881. 

Mr. Schurz wae for four years editor of the 
New York Evening Post and author of many 
political and historical works. 

He was for years the leader in the civil 
service reform movement. 

The closing years of his life were spent in 
this city.

ENGLAND DROPSMUTUAL LIFE 
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British company Takes Over Poli- 
cies Representing $45, 000 000. 


GIVES n IN NEW YORK. 
Untermyer Rushes Cables Advising 
Agal st Transfer of Business. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, May 13.—New York Mutual Life 
policius representing $45,000,000, held in Great 
Britain, will be taken over by the North Brit- 
ish and Mercantile Insurance company, one 
of the oldest in England. 

Last week thé North British and Mercan- 
tile company made a proposal to take over 
the Mutual British policy holders’ interests 
on the payment of the same premium they 
now are paying. without further medical ex- 
amination and with liberal privileges and an 
immediate participation in the profits of the 
company. This was found to be practicable 


with regard to policies subject to immediate 


full surrender value. 


Wants Unmatured Policies, Too. 

With regard to unmatured policies, the 
North British and Mercantile company de- 
clared it was proposed to negotiate for these 
on liberal terms. 

D. C. Haldeman, former manager in London 
for the Mutual Life, submitted the proposals 
of the North British and Mercantile com- 
pany to the committee of holders, presided 
over by Lord St. Oswald, and the committee 
unanimously resolved to support them. Mr. 
Haldeman hae been appointed by the North 
British and Mercantile company joint man- 
ager of its life department, and will transfer 
a portion of his old staff to that company. 

In Business for a Century. 

The North British and Mercantile com- 
pany has been in business in Great Britain 
for nearly a century. It ig considered one 
of the strongest concerns in England. Its 
capital is given at $85,500,000, with a reve- 
nue of $18,300,000. The duke of Sutherland 
is president and the marquis of Zetland 
vice president. 

On the board of directors are J. Pierpont 
Morgan Jr., Lord Hillington, Baron Bruno 
Sohröder, George Younger, David B. Wan- 
chope, and Robert Cross. 

The company was founded sel yp the sys 
tem of mutual insurance, and is managed 
upon that principle. Ninety per cent of the 
profits are divided among policy nolders on 
a participating scale every five years. The 
last annual statement of the company gave 
ite operating expenses as: Total business, 
10 per cent; new business, 76.3 per cent; ae 
against 28.2 per cent amd 118 per cent for 
the New York Mutual. 


Consternation in New York. 

New York, May 13.—{Special. )—Announce- 
ment of the North British and Mercantile’s 
proposal to take over Englieh policies in the 
Mutual Life created something like conster- 
nation in insurance circles here. 

When the news was communicated to Sam- 
wel Untermyer he hurried patches to 
London advising policy hoiders not to sur- 
render thelr policies. He acted in behalt of 
the International Policy Holders’ associa- 
tion. : 

It is feared in ineuranmce circies there may 
be a rush to surrender policies in the Mutual. 
That the policy holders in Great Britain are 
Gissatisfied with the present management of 
the Mutual there can be no doubt. Their as- 
sociation refused flatly to deal with the Mu- 
tual managuqnens.

On the border of the great Illinois steel plant in Squth Chicago stands the company 
hospital, an institution which is used to prevent knowledge of the accidents that take 
The hospital is a few rods from firnaces that

road switch yards and tracks are near and the ‘noise of locomotives and shunting cars 


is never stilled.. Employés who are e are taken to the ndbpital. Their. relatives 
are admitted to see them only at infrequent intervals and after going through a tangle of 
red tape. Outsiders are not permitted in the building or on the company's property.

From Accident to Hospital. 


At Hunkie " who has been hunked 
in Illinois Steel makes a lot of strictly cor- 
poration trouble. The chief safety inspec- 
tor and his staff are alert and active ata 
moment’s notice of an undfficial aceident re- 
port. The Illinois Steel photographer and 
his camera are made ready; the stretcher 
bearers seize stretchers to the necessary 
number and a hurried move is made toward 
the scene of the accident, of which the Chi- 
cago police department may never know. 

On the scene, the camera is set and the 
photograph—which so seldom is ever seen 
beyond ‘the gates of Ulinois Steel—is made. 
Then the Hunkie—protesting if he be con- 
scious enough—is picked up, put upon the 
stretcher, and the giant bearers of the body 
start for the hospital, which may be a mile 
away. There are difficulties in t march. 
Surface lines for ore and coal trains net 
the grounds, Often a train’s crew finds diffi- 
culty in breaking a train to let the body 
through; sometimes the crew balks and 
swears and the stretcher bearers wait forthe 
shunting of the cars. 

In the hospital? Few people know and 
they don't talk There isa “ visiting hour.“ 
but the surly guard at the gate passes upon 
the applicant's request long before the re- 
quest may be repeated at the hospital door. 
And at the door they don’t encourage visit-

Official Physicians Discreet; 


Dr. J. H. Burry, with offices in The Rook- 
ery, tem miles away, is the surgeon in chief of 
the Illinois Steel hospital. Nobody in, South 
Chicago names any of the physicians and 
surgeons who are in active service in the hos- 
pital into which [Illinois Steel transports 
the injured “ Hunkie”’ or his American fel- 
low man. Dr., H. J, Dern, 9127 Commercial 
avenue, South Chicago, formerly was one of 
the known operators in the hospital, but he 
doesn't know anything about the conduct 
of the hospital. now; ask some one who ig in 
there.“ At the gate, however, the 2 
would not let Tue Trirsunp reporter in, 
that he could aek if he could ask. . 

A few conservative men in South Chicago 
who know the Hunkie have speculated on 
the Hunkie’s”’ fear of the Illinois Steel 
hospital. As 4 creature, he is less sensitive 
to pain than other men can understand. The 
surgeon cuts him up and stitches him up and 
he walks out of theoffice—if they will let him. 
It is not wholly clear whether a clean bed, 
good food, nursing, and temperature taking 
be repugnant'to him. But distinctly the stu- 
dent of the Hunkle will tell you that if 
these things, realized in the Illinois Steel hos- 
pital, could be Hunkie’’ luxuries by any 
possibility the Hunkle would keep it full 
and running over because of mashed fingers, 
broken toes, and burned body. The Hun- 
\ kie”’ is credited widely as knowing a toler- 
ably good thing if it be cheap. 

Does the Hunkle“ get this treatment? 
His hysterical wife, if he have one, cannot 
tell, for she isn’t allowed in to see, The Hun- 
kie” will not talk about it; for he is too anx- 
lous to keep his job. The Chicago police don’t 
know, for they don’t know he’s hurt until he 
is too dead to talk. And 60 far as known 
there are no photographs taken of the hos- 
pital wards.« 4 


Avoided by Outside Doctors. 


The South Chicago physician knows almost 
nothing of anything in the Illinois Steel hos- 
pital. Dr. J. S. Davis, with offices in the 
Swan block, in Commercia! avenue, has prac- 
ticed in South Chicago for fifteen years and 
is in unquestioned standing in the Chicago’ 
Medical society. In those fifteen years Dr. 
Davis has been in the hospital just twice. 
On each occasion friends of the two Poles in 
question hed come to him, asking that the 
men be taken out of the Place. Dr. Davis 
went after them—and got them, after awhile. 

At the present time one of Dr. Davis’ pa- 
tients is a mill man of intelligence and con- 
siderable property. Some bones in one hand 
are broken. When the accident occurred the 
man was taken to the Iilincis Steel hospital 
and the fractures were reduced. The man 
went to his home and Dr. Davis was called in 
to make another examination. Nothing 
wrong was seen by the doctor and the next 
day the injured man went back through¢he 
mill - to the pen 2g for another treat- 
ment. naturally enough, the hospi 
staff has 8 that N K en 
goes in to see his family physician in ex parte 
consultation. 

Dr. E. M. Webster is one of the old estab- 
lished physicians in South Chicago. Dr. Web- 
ster refuses ever to go to see a patient while 
he is in the Illinois Steel hospital.

his patient, who is the victim of machinery 
or molten metal, he finds the patient already 
bandaged and lying in bed.. The physician 
may go in and look at the bandages. He may 
feel the patient’s pulse, and take his temper- 
ature, but that is all unlese he shall remove 
the bandages. In many of the serious cases 
this is a most impracticable thing, dangerous 
alike to the patient and to the reputation of 
the doctor who would risk the move. 

But when the outside physician has gone 
and has done all that he finds possible to do in 
the hospitel, he has to goaway, unrecognized 
of the operating statt of the hospital and with 
a distinctly hostile attitude assumed on the 
part of the nurses in the institution. He has 
undertaken charge of a person against the 
will of the Illinois Steel company and yet has 
gone away leaving his patient to the Illinois 


Steel company’s hospital methods. I am‘sug- | 


gesting no question of the company’estaff, of 
the efficiency of the: Staff, or of the intents of 
the Illinois Steel company toward its injured, 
I simply would not undertake a case in the 
institution with the handicap of its hostility. 


Sent One Patient to Hospital. 


“As to my general position regarding the 
company’s hospital, I tay say that I once 
sent a patient there. A contractor was doing 
a plece of work for the Illinois Steel com- 
pany and a laborer on the job had his foot 
crushed. He was a poor man and was turned 
out of the compan gates with the sugges. 
tion that he would better go to the county 
hospital. He came to me to examine the 12 
and told me where he was going. 

Lou go back to the company’s néepital. P 
I said. * They will ‘take care of you there, 
I’m sure.“ And they took care of him.“ 

Neither Dr. Webster nor Dr. Davis holds 
any other than the most indifferent profes- 
sional attitude toward the Illinois Steel hos- 
pital. It is a steel company’s corporation 
for the treatment of a steel company’s in- 
jured employés. Neither of them has the 
rm desire to gau steel company prac- 
tice ’ 

Jam familiar with the surgical conditions 
in another hospital of the kind to the south 
ot us, he said. The hospital there is 
If a man’s finger is crushed until it 
has to be amputated any surgeon in private 
practice will charge at least $25 fer the work 
required of him; in the hospital I speak of 
the surgeon gets $2 for the operation. In 
a general way I understand that the active 
physicians and surgeons in the Hlinois Steel 
company’s hospital are of the rank of in- 
ternes and are paid a salary of $600 a year. 
Ordinarily they don't stay there long.“

Balk Police Investigation. 


A police sergeant whose roundsmen pass 
the gate of Illinois Steel has some recollec- 
tions not pleasant connected with the re- 
ported stabbing case of April 24. He appeared 
ut the gate to investigate. And of all wr 
red tape that I ever had to go through to ge 
a look at the fellow ‘in the; hospital!“ is ots 
disgusted characterization of the incident. 

The blade of a knife an inch and a quarter 
wide had been sunk into the man’s temple 


and far into the brain cavity. When the as- 


gailant drew at the knife the handle had 
ieft the shank of the blade. Persistent in- 
quiries developed that when the hospital 
physicians attempted to take the blade from 
the skull with a pair of pincers one man’s 
strength was not sufficient and two men took 
bold. Three days later the wounded man 
was sent to Cook County hospital, wherethey 
say he will get well. 

What are the chances of hiding crimes 
behind the gates and the walls of Illinois 
Steel?“ is a question which Tar TRIBUNE re- 
porter asked right and left of police of the 
Fifteenth preeinct. “ There are no reports 
of accidents; it is confessed in the report of 
the accident book that We are unable at 
present to ascertain what the cause of the 
stabbing was.’ There are feuds of personal 
und racial standing at all times among the 
foreign elements in the mills.

Eight Killed; Five Accounted For. 

There is a story to be heard in several 
places in South Chicago of an investigation 
into an accident several years ago by which 
the Austrian consul in Chicago tried to dis- 
cover the number of men killed in the ex- 
plosion of steel in a furnace. The police had 
removed five bodies, the consul was in 
search of eight victims. The final report 
was five deaths ahd inquests were held on 
the five, but three men are said to remain 
unaccounted for to the consulate. 

They were only “‘ Hunkies in the mill par- 
lance, but it is the Hunke who, of all 
others, takes the chance of chances to limb 
and life, and who of all others has the hos- 
pitai terror. Others of the mills who have 
been hurt and gone through the hospital 
heve no fear of hospital conditions. But 
when only a little boozed”’ they will tell 
you of the Hunkie’s"’ screaming horror of 
the hospital. 

Although the Hunkle” is not llked in 
South Chicago, Tilinols Steel finds him a 
necessity. Therefore South Chicago bears 
with him. As for the Hunkie himself, he 
is. most frequently a lone stranger in a 
strange land of babel, flame, and smoke. If 
alone in Illinois Steel he probably has a fam- 
ily in continental Europe; it isa eertainty if 
South Chicago ever sees him at. the money 
order window of the postoffice: 


How “Hunkies” Are Imported. 


He. reaches South Chicago through several 
circumstances. The letter and the money of 
a friend in the mills may lnduce him to come, 
but Causes are not so hard to guess, when not 
long ago. 500 * Hunkies"’ landed from one 
steamer at Ellis isiand and headed for South 
Chicago. The initiated will not be puzzled 
to know why it was that nearly 100 of them 
dropped off the train between New York and 
South Chicago, and the story told by Pro- 
prietor O'Donnell of the South Chicago hotel 
will be appreciated in explaining why seven- 
ty-two of the likeliest of these Hunkies "’ 
reached South Chicago and yet passed on for 
St. Paul on free transportation, 

“Two men from St. Paul registered here 
and for two days they sat around without 
seeming to have much business, said Mr. 
O'Donnell. One morning a big bunch of 
Hungarians were dumped off the train here 
and the two men from St. Paul were there on 
the spot. Before they left the depot they had 
listed seventy-two of these fellow and the 
whole bunch lit out for the northwest without 
saying good-by to South Chicago. They say 
about 300 out of the original 500 are now in 
South Chicago.“ 


Hunkies“ Attitude Toward Mills. 


The position of one of these candidates for 
a hospital which makes no accident report 


save of dead men and which stands, fortress. 


like, guarding the. secrets. of its mills, is not 
hard to appreciate under the law which 
guarantees rights to all men. They are in- 
ured: to autocratic- government; they do not 
lead; but they drive well. 

They know of no law ot liability for acel- 
dents on the part of their employers.’ No 
police or judicial power in the second city of 
the United States knows of an accident that 
is not fatal or which may not be loaded upon 
the county authorities. There are stories 
everywhere in South Chicago that no injured 
Hunke leaves the hospital until he has 
signed a release to the city of Illinois Steel, 
leaving it immune from civil action to re- 
cover. , 

The South Chicago police cannot tell you 
that the story of these releases is true, but 
at the same time the police of South Chi- 
cago cannot assure you that the story is 
false. And nobody else has a chance to know 
from the outside. 


Health Department Doesn't Know.“ 


What does the health department know 
of conditions in the IIlinois Steel company’s 
hospital?“ was a question put to Secretary 
Pritchard of the board of health. 

Well, not much,“ admitted the secretary, 
off hand; I wish you would see Commis- 
sioner Whalen; he will be in this after- 
noon.”’ 

Other questions were put to the secretary, 
however. A partial answer was made in the 
statement that the secretary has a son in the 
mils and that not long ago he fell through 
a hole in the floor-of one of the mis, wedging 
fast at the hips and suffering an ugly cut 
and severe bruises... The young man was 
taken to the hospital and cared for satisfac- 
torily. 

I had him brought home, of course,“ said 
Mr. Pritchard, and as far as he is con- 


cerned he got the best of care. He thought 


the men dressing the wounds might not be of 
the widest practice and skill, but he was 
fixed up all right, Of course we don’t know 
as much as we want to know of the hospital 
and its methods.“ 

But Why don't you know?" wee per- 
sisted. 

Well, several years ago 1 tried to get 
Commissioner Reynolds. to take, the matter 
up. He thought it ought to be done and he 
took it under advisement. The matter hung 
there and finally he ‘decided that any move 
of the kind would mean a big fight against 
a great corporation, that it would take 
time, and that in the end the city might be 
beaten. 

Some time ago I took the matter up with 
Commissioner Whalen and it was under 
advisement when this examination of new 
applicants for the police force came up. Dr. 
Hunt, who is the inspector of city hos- 
‘pitals, was taken off his work to make the 
examinations, and has been so busy that we 
‘haven’t got at the investigation yet.“ 


Links in Chain of Indifference.

President Roosevelt had a fine time of it to- 
night. He slipped away from the White 
house without telling many people where he 
was going, and visited the home of the 
soldiers, sailors, and marine club,“ at 817 C 
street. There he helped the club members 
sing songs and he made a speech and was 
—e an honorary member of the organiza- 

on. 

The club le composed of enlisted men of the 
army, the navy, and the marine corps, and 
is maintained by the subscriptions of the 
men themselves and wives and other rela- 
tives of officers of these three branches of 
the military service. The president had been 
invited to visit the club, and had accepted, 
with the proviso that no previous public an- 
nouncement was to be made as to his com- 
ing. Tickled over their success in the mat- 
ter, the soldiers, and jackies, and bully ma- 
rines who belong to the club hugged their 
secret tight, and let not a word of the preei- 
dent's intention get outside their own circle. 


Lock Door When He Enters Club. 


The president was accompanied to the 

clubhouse by Capt. Fitzhugh Lee, U. S. A., 
one of his military aids; Stenographer Latta 
of the White house staff, and a secret service 
man. It took the president's carriage about 
fifteen minutes to go from the White house 
to the clubhouse, which is located in a por- 
tion of the city once fashionable but now 
given over to boarding houses and grim brick 
residences of old time appearance.

MUCH TALLER STRUCTURES. 


Will ne Constructed of Reinforced 
Concreté and Cover a Block or More 
—Elevator Service Win Be Revolu-

New York, May 18.—([Specialh}—A 100 
story building, covering an entire block, will 
probably be the next development of this 
age of skyscrapers, according to Theodore 
Starrett of the Thompson-Starrett Bullding 
Construction company, one of the leading 
buliders of New York. The material used in 
the giant structure, in Mr. Starrett’s opinion, 
will be reinforced concrete. He considers 
this the building. material of the future. 

The conditions peculiar to Manhattan have 
developed the narrow, shaft like “ sky- 
scraper ’”’ to the highest point. These same 
conditions will create the first giant struc- 
ture of fifty stories or more. Progressive 
builders operating on a large scale in New 
York know it is coming, but are not quite 
ready to accept the new. order of things, as 
builders in New York and Chicago were slow 
to accept the possibility and practicability 
of a twenty story steel frame building twen- 
ty-five years ago. 


Taller Buildings Soon. 


“Will New York have a 100 story build 
ing in the near future?“ sald Mr. Starrett. 
Perhaps I might say,’ not yet, but soon.“ 
In New York we must keep on building and 
must build ppward. Practically we have 
reached the limit of altitude for the present 
type of buildings. Now we must develop 
something different—something larger. 

“ We have about reached the limit so far 
as elevator service in our high buildings is 
concerned. The weight of the cable for a 
twenty-eight story building elevator service 
ig something enormous and if we are to build 
much higher we must find some new method 
of perpendicular transportation. We are tex- 
ing our braina with the problem of horizon- 
tal rapid transit, but the problem of vertical 
rapid transit must soon be one of equal im- 
portance. In New York we travel heaven- .

Faster Elevators Predicted. 


„No doubt instead of the old style elevator 
the new type of building will be equipped 
with pneumatio tube conveyances, and we 
shall be shot upward with as great rapidity 
ae letters are sent across Brooklyn bridge.

EXPLAINS ‘FURTHER CHARGES 
AGAINST ROOSEVELT. 


Statement as to Alleged Double Deal 
Ang on Rate Situation by President 
Largely Repetition ef That Made in 
Senate — Fight on Conference at 
White House at Which William E. 
Chandler Acted as Intermeiiary 
for Both Sides. ; 


Washington, P. C., May 13,—Senator Till- 
man, who yesterday made a statement in the 
senate covering the details of his and Sena- 
tor Bailey's negotiations through ex-Senator 
Chandler with President Roosevelt regard- 
ing the rate bill, tonight made public a por- 
tion of a written statement made to him b 
Mr. Chandler of his various conferences ath’ 4 
the president on this subject. The portion 
given out by Mr. Tillman is largely a repeti- 
tion of the first part of his statement in the 
senate yesterday. 
Statement by Chandler. 

The following is the portion of Mr. Chand- 
ler’s statement given out by Mr. Tillman: 
“Saturday afternoon, March 31, 1906, a 
friend of mine came into my office and told 
me of the White house conference of that 
day in which an understanding as to a lim- 
ited court review had been reached with 
Senator Long and others, and he told me that 
the president wished to get into communica- 
tion with the democrats, and would shortly 
ask me to comé and see him. While he was 
talking a messenger boy arrived with a letter 


“The White House, Washington, D. C., March 
81, 1906.—My Dear Senator Chandler—The presi- 
dent requests me to say that he would be glad to 
have you come to the White house to see him at 
8:30 o'clock tonight. Will you please let the bearer 
know whether you can come? 
7 ** WILLIAM LOEB JR., 
Secretary to the President. 

I told the besserer I would be there. 

“At the time and place appointed the presi- 
dent said to me that he wished, through me, 
to get Into communication with Mr. Tillman, 
Mr. Bailey, and other democratic senators, 
He stated his purpose slowly and carefully, 
and in exact substance his statement was 
this: That he had reached a conclusion that 
the best plan for railroad rate legislation 
was to expressly grant a court review, but to 
Gistinctly limit it to two points—first, an in- 
quiry whether the interstate commission had 
exceeded its authority; and, second, an in- 
quiry whether the constitutional rights of 
the carrier had been violated. He said that 
he had been much troubled by the advocacy 
of an unlimited court review by some of 
fhe lawyers of the senate—naming Senators 
Knox, Spooner, and Foraker as trying to 
injure or defeat the bill by ingenious con- 
stitutional argume@@ts—but that he had come 
to a complete disagreement with them. 


Emphatic on One Point. 

„He made this paint emphatic by repe- 
tition: said that he would go thus far and 
no farther, and that his decision would be 
unalterable. He decided that he wished to 
ascertain whether there could be united ac- 
tion in the senate among the friends of the 
bill, so that it could be surely passed without 
injurious amendments, and he named various 
republican senators who, he thought, were 
true friends of the bill, but said that it would 
take nearly all the democrats to carry the 
limitation and defeat all obnoxious provis- 
ions. 

“After the estdent had made his state 
ment I replied that I had reason to be- 
lieve that most of the democrats in the sen- 
ate would sustain his limitation of the court’s 
powers, but that I was sure that Mr. Bailey 
and Mr. Tillman would insist upon coupling 
with the limitation some restriction upon 
the power of the courts to issue injunctions 
against the orders of the commission. Before 
I had finished my statement on this point 
the president interrupted me, saying that I 
need not explain further, because he was 
warmly in favor of some such restriction. 

“That evening I saw Mr. Tillman and told 
him what had occurred.“ f

The villa was-rented on April 8 for the um- 
mer and a deposit paid by an unknown man 


from St. Petersburg, who,-after visiting the 


house several times in company with a young 


workman, disappeared on April 11, taking the 
key with him. The owner of the villa, 
alarmed at the nonappearance of the tenant, 
notified the police, who entered the house. 

Breaking Gown a door the police were con- 
fronted by a body in a long coat, hanging 
from a nail, the feet touching the floor. De- 
composition of the face made positive iden- 
tification difficult, but the features resem- 
Lied those of Gapon and the clothing corre- 
sponds with that worn by the mening labor 
leader. : 

As the ubual symptoms of heul ion 
were absent, it is conjectured that the man 
was killed elsewhere and his body brought 
to the villa on the night of April 10. This 
would agree with the date of the execution 
of Gapon given in information to the secret 
police and with the death sentence sent to 
St. Petersburg. from Berlin. 


TURKISH TROOPS QUIT TABAH.

TO DESTROY FANATICS? 


SAMAR’ GOVERNOR FAVORS An- 
LENTLESS WAR ON PULAJANES. 


Natives of Island Are Asxitous for the 


Adoption of Such a Policy aud Na- 
tive Officials Have Organised Vol- 
unteer Bands and Are Scouring the 
Mountains—Proposed to Surround 
the Recalcitrants with Soldiers and | 
Gunboats. 


MANILA, May 18.—Superintendent of 
Schools Hoover of Samar and several native 
officials of that island have arrived here on 
their way to Baguio, ‘province of Benguet, 
the summer capital, to visit Gov. Gen. Ide. 
Mr. Hoover says that 95 per cent of the 
natives of Samar are anxious for the ex- 
termination of the fanatics and the estab- 
lishment of absolute peace. The native offi- 
clals, he says, are organizing bands of volun- 
teers, who are scouring the mountaina, 
guarding trails, and capturing or killing out- 
laws. It is estimated that 300 Pulajanes still 
remain in the mountains. 

Gov. Curry of Samar has proposed to turn 
over the Pulajane districts to the federal 
authorities, they to establish martial law 
and exterminate the fanatics, and, Gen. 
Wood agreeing, to place two regiments, as- 
sisted by naval gunboats, in the island and 
the adjacent waters in order to guard against 
the outlaws escaping to neighboring islands. 
Gov. Gen. Ide has reached no decision tn the 
matter. 

The Pulajane leader is 64 years old and has 
been in the mountains for forty years.

‘It developed that the company did not even 
own the land which had been called its 
plantation field in Mexico. It held an option 
on it, with the proviso that when it had 
fulfilled certain conditions the land should 
be deeded tothecompany. These conditions, 
which included annual payments to the rea] 
owners and the expenditure of certain 
amounts in Improvementa, were not fulfilled, 
and the company had no title to the land. 
The postoffice department received hundreds 
of complaints from people who were duped. 
Prior to the issuance of the fraud order the 
investors were reluctant about abandoning 
their confidence in the concern, but after- 
warde they came forward with all the details 
of their transactions to ald the government 
in its prosecution.

Stringency Feared as Result of Frisco 
Disaster Has Not Come and Stocks 
Range Higher.

LONDON, May 18.—The giants of despair 
have been turned out of the Stock Exchange, 
and smiling hope has made its reappearance. 
A week ago the depression was attributed to 
the advance in the bank rate and fear of 
a further rise, and there was fear also that 
further withdrawals of cash from New York 
for San Francisco would be on such a large 
scale that a stringency would follow in both 
London and New York. There was also a 
fear current that the heavy fall in American 
shares might dause trouble at settlement. 

On the contrary settlement was carried 
through with comparative ease notwith- 
standing the higher rates charged by bank- 
ers for losses on stocks. One thing which 
assisted materially in imparting a certain 
amount of assurance was the intimation that 
the Bank of France was willing to part with 
a large amount of gold if it was required 
to prevent any undue strain upon London. 

There is a féar existing in some quarters 
that all this optimism may be fated to a cold 
douche. There is, however, ho getting away 
from the fact that the situation is improved 
greatly,’ Consols were dull and went down 
as far as 88%, but recovery came with the 
belief that gold exports were coming and 
they closed at the week's end at 80%, being 
only one-eighth lower than last week. The 
Russian series of bonds receded a point dur- 
ing the week, the reason being, though, that 
the Russian douma opened with manifesta- 
tions of popular approval and it is feared 
here that a conflict is impending between 
the democratic assembly and the reaction- 
ary party outside.

The 
scarcity of offerings in those markets ap- 
peared to be quite as marked as that here, 
and the cash situation there was strong 
throughout. Reports of duliness in the-flour 
trade came in as regularly and as persistent- 
ly as heretofore, but the shipments from the 
leading centers were liberal, millers, both 
city and country, at times being in a scramble 
at the sample tables for good wheat. 

Unable to get wheat here for delivery on 
contracts, the northwesterners showed their 
desperation by shipping from Duluth at a 
loss equivalent to 2c a bu. Opinions as to the 
extent of the remaining short interest in the 
market vary, but the bulls declare that the 
northwestern crowd is in dire need of be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 5,000,000 du before the 
expiration of the month. Reports of private 
settlements were numerous. Considerable 
nervousness was shown over the possibility 
of such a process, for the bulls in July and 
September. would be left with but little more 
than the weather and crop prospects to work 
upon. 

It is too éarly yet to determine the out- 
come of the winter wheat crop,“ said one of 
the old farmers on the floor, and it is 
not safe to play strongly either way until 
the plant is higher and further advanced. 
Proofs of definite damage so far have been 
few, but there is plenty of time for elements 
unfavorable to get in their work. I believe 
that the progress of the plant to date has been 
good, but it would not take a long spell of 
dryness to create much damage. Texas is 
expected_to begin her harvesting within the 
next few days, and from all I have been 
able to learn from unprejudiced sources the 
result there will be satisfactory. Kansas and 
Missouri, of course, are the spots upon which 
the eyes are most keenly focused, and the 
advices from both states have been such as 
to cause no small degree of worry among the 
bears. The government's report on both 
states was nothing for the bulls to crow 
about, but much of the worst damage talk 


came in from those sections after the govern- 


ment had prepared its statement. I believe 
that a set of full fledged damage reports 
would put the market materially higher, for 
the trade, long influenced by bearish condi- 
tions, would become much more active.“ 


Sharp Rise in May Corn. 


Nervousness among ghorts in May corn was 
intense late in the week, when their rushing 
for cover advanced the month more than 
2c within a few minutes. The other months, 
sympathizing largely with the conditions in 


‘the May, displayed firmnes of a milder de- 


gree. The final prices of the week showed 
advances of ic for May, ne for July, 
and e for September over the finish of the 
week before. The country offerings contin- 
ued light, but the indications were that a 
freer movement from farms soon would be in 
order, and offerings in the pit and at the sam- 
ple tables were comparatively light. The 
local stocks are practically nil, all the hold- 
ings having been sold for shipment. The 
settlement of the strike on the lakes was 
given bullish construction, as it meant the 
taking out of the grain in the elevators. 
Planting operations were carried on success- 
fully, and, while some sections were visited 
by cold weather, the general conditions were 
regarded as favorable to the grain im the 
ground. While a more liberal moyement from 
the farms is expected, bulls declare that the 


farmers will not let go freely until the prog- 


ress of the crop is more definitely Aster 
mined. 
Firm Tone to Oats. 


All the week there was an undercurrent 
of strength in the oats market, and the week 
end values showed advances of %c for May, 
9% for July, and %@5%c for September over 
the closing prices of the previous week. While 
general weather conditions were accepted 
as favorable to the growing crop, the bulls 
insisted that the late seeding and the fac- 
tors which worked for the tardiness would 
be felt more strongly later on. Backward- 
ness of the growing crop was reported from 
many sections, and these reports served to 
strengthen the position of the September fu- 
ture. Of the total of 15,000,000 bu visible 
at the beginning of the week about. 10,- 
000,000 bu were at Chicago, Minneapolis, and 
Duluth. The shipping demand was brisk at 
times, but the east did not display the inter- 
est that was expected after the settlement 
of the trouble on the lakes.
